| A buſineſſes thereof bee concluded within any moderate time, which 
might ſtand with other His Maieſties moſt tmpoztant occaſions : 
And therefoꝛe, though His Highneſſe was moſt willing to haue allowed them a longer time to 
fit, then at firſt hee had relolued vpon, to the end Hee might haue ginen His Ropall aſſent to 
ſome p2ofitable and neceſſary Lawes: yet it was found and bythe houſe of Commons thought 
moꝛe conuenient fo2 the pꝛeſent, tocontinue the lame Ceſſion in courſe ofadiournement.Wwhich 
His Mateſtic accoꝛ: dingly did, with purpoſe and full reſolutionſ which He ſtill continueth) to re⸗ 
aſſemble the lame, toꝛ the finall concluding of thoſe and other cauſes, impoꝛtung the publique: 
And his Highnelle obſeruing that diners of them (though fit to reteme a full period, and deter⸗ 
mination in Parliament) are very meete and neceffary, foꝛ the good of Hts people, to be ſetled 
and oꝛdered in the meane time by His owne riegall authozity and direction and ſome others are 
of that quallity and condition, as his Maieſtie needes no aſliſtante of Paritament foz refo2 
ming the ſame, and would haue refoꝛmed them befoze the Parliament, if the true ſtate of His 
Subiects greeuances had beene then made knowne vnto him, 

Therekoꝛe His Maieſtie in this ſhoꝛt time of ceſſation of Parliamentary pꝛoceedings, not al- 
lowing to himſelfe any ceſſation oꝛ relaxation, from his continnallcare and watch ouer the pub⸗ 
lique, vpon mature deliberation with His Pinie Countill, hach aduiſed and relolued of ſund2y 
particulers, tending to the pꝛeſent caſe of His people, and to the furtherance and aduancement 
of the flouriſhing eſtate of this Kingdoine ; And is plcaled hereby to publiſh the ſame to all its 
louing Subtects, fozthe comfo2t and incouragement of them, of whole ſincereand good affecti- 
ous, as at many other times, ſo in this His Parliament aboue others, Hee hath retemed aboun⸗ 
dant teſtimonie: And therefoze His Maieſtie taking knowledge by the complaint of His Com 
mons, ofthe great damage and dilquiet of His hone and good Subiects, pzoccedingfrom the 
troubleſome and reſtleſſe ſpirits, and diſpoſitions of Jukozmers, and ſuch as haue vered them 
by Inkoꝛmations, and Supplicauirs, in his Maieſties Courtes at Weſtminſter, And that no 
ſ\mall delay, and hinderante of the iuſtite, and peate of the Countrey hath beene ottaſioned by 
the too frequent vle, of u92its of Ccrciorari,x of Waits ol Superſedcas fozthe Peate, out ofthe lame 
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Courts t that the common Juſtice of the Realme hath been much ſcandalized,and blenuſhed 
by Oꝛders vnduely obtainedin Chambers, and out ot Court: His Maieſtie hath giuen to the 
Judges of thoſe Courts ſuch pꝛouident and good Directions, accompanied with his ſtricteſt 
Charge and Cominandement, fo2 due obſeruance of the ſame; as allo, fo2 abatement oferho2- 
bitant Fees in all their Courtes, as he doubteth not will pꝛodute an effectuall refozmation of 
— 2 beeing reſoluerd to regutre a leuere accompt, where Hee ſhall finde renuſneſſe 
0 dekault. 
And where t!5he Paſters ok his high Court of Chanterie, haue of late taken diuers vndue 
Fees and allo wautes, vpon References to them made out ot the ſame Court, by tolour of a pu⸗ 
ue Dceaiem tizat behalfe ſurrepritiontlyoatten; His Maieſtie hath repealed, and reuoked the 
aid Puuic Deale 2 And doth hereby traighily charge and command, that the ſame be not at a- 
"2p time hercalter put mereention, no2 any the laid Fees oz alloivances hereafter challenged 
02 bc41anded, And Whereas his Maeſtie hath recetued infozmation of ſund2y gricuantes 
lighting vpon many of his people. and chiefly the pooꝛer ſoꝛt, by rcaſon of diuers Pꝛunledges 
Licences, and other Letters Patents pzocured from His Mateſtie, vpon ſuggeſtions made 
to his Highneſſe, that the lame ſhould tend tothe Common good and p2ofite of his Subiccts, 
Howbeit, vpon cramination it doth appeare that many of the ſaid Grantes were not onely ob⸗ 
tained vpon falſe and vntrue ſurmiles, but haue been alſo notoꝛiouſlp abuled: His Maieſtte Ha- 
uing heretofoꝛe publiſhed in Punt his diſlike of luch Suites, together with his hatred and de⸗ 
teſtatton of all umpoꝛtunities to obtame oꝛ pꝛocure the ſame, is willing to manifeſt; That theſe 
abules and lurreptious againſt his pꝛecile Charge and Direction, haue confirmed Him in an vt- 
ter diſtaͤſte ot Suites of that nature, andis relolued, by making thoſe Patents already obtat- 
licd from hum to be fruitleſſe to the Pꝛoturers to diſcourage all others hereafter to pꝛeſle oꝛ un. 
noꝛztune him in the like. And therefore 1115 Maicſtie diſcerming, that theſe particuler Pa⸗ 
tents enſumg: Namcip, of, and concermiag the making of Gold and Siluer folkiat, The Lt- 
tenſing of Pedlers and pettie Chapmen, Thc ſole dꝛeſüng ot common Armecs, The crpoztati- 
0!1 of Liſts, Sheds, and other ke things Theſole making of Zobacco pipes, Lhe hotte 
Pꝛeſſe, The manufacture of plaping Cardes aud bꝛogging of 230011, hauc been found of cmll 
ronſcquence, and ſome of chem haue been much abuſed, contrary to His Maieſtics gracious in- 
tention and the lame being made appeare to the parties interreſted in thoſe Grants, they 
haue voluntarily ſubmitted; which his izighnelle accepting, hath tanken oꝛder foz the pzeſent 
ſurrender of the lame Patents, and docth hereby abſclutely fozbid all further exetution of 
them.o2any of them, oꝛ of any thing in them, o2 anyof them contained, o2 of any Pzoclama- 
tionhceretofozc publiſhed,fo2, oꝛ in any loꝛt to the kurthering oz ſtrengtherung of them, oz any 
okthem. : 

And wheras at the impoꝛtunitp of ſome Suito2s, # foꝛ their pꝛiuate benefit, ſundzy Comm 
ſions, and generall warrants vader the great Seale, o2 Pziue Seale, haue becne pꝛocured, 
concerning the pardoning 02 diſpenſing with Tradel men, foꝛ not ſerutng a Pꝛentice hood, fo: 
pardoning 02 diſpenſing with the conucrſion of arable Land into Paſture, foz Licencing of 
mwine-caſke, fo2 making of Demzens,fo2 granting of Teetes foꝛ paſſing of Parkes, and Free- 
warrens,fo2 graniing of Faires and Markets, foꝛ granting of Tols, Stallages, and other like 
dueties, fo: Leaſingof Tithes, fo: Paſſing oz Leaſing of Concealements, Intruſions, Jn⸗ 
croachments, Lands out of Charge, and other Landsoflike nature; the execution of which 
Commiſſions and Warrants hath not beene anſwverable to his Matcſtics Gracious intentt- 
on, noꝛ to the ſuggeſtions and ſpectous p:ctences, whereupon He was mooued and induced to 
grant the ſame: Therecfo:e, and becauſe the ſame Commiſſions and Warrants, being exetu⸗ 
toꝛy, are by Law reuokeable ; His Maieſtie doeth hereby fully and abſolutely reuoke the ſame 
Commuſſions and Warrants,p2ocured foꝛ the pꝛiuate benefit of any Suitoꝛ, and all Pzoclama- 
tions foꝛ the ſtrengthening of them, oꝛ any of them: And doeth vtterly foꝛbid all further and 
future Exetution otthem, oꝛ any of them, oꝛ of any thing in them. oꝛ any of them contained, 

And whereas diners other Pziuiledges, Licences,and other like Patents, haue paſſed from 
his Maieſty; As namelp, touching the Gilding and printing of Leather,Pzinting vpon Cloth, 
the makingofpauing Tyles,Diſhes,Pots,Garden poalſts, and veſſels of earth; The making 
of Stone pots, Stone Jugs and the like the impoꝛting of Pikes, Carpes, Celes, and Scal- 
lops, The making of Racket hoopes, Rackets, and cloth balles, The making and ſelling of 
Oyle, innented foz keeping Armour, The inpoztation of Sturgeon, The making of Gar- 
ments of Beauer , The making of hard ware , The makingof Chamlets, The making of 
backe Screenes, The making of foztage and lineage foz Paper, The meaſuring of Cone, 
Coale,and Salt, The pꝛinting of Buefs and other things vpon one ſide of paper, The weigh- 
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ing of Hay and Straw, The dilcouerie of annoyances in the Thames, and Ballaſting ſhips 
His Maieſtie doeth hereby publiſh and declare his gracious Will and Plealure, That all and 
euery perlous that at any time hereakter ſhall finde themſelues grieued, iniuried, 02 wꝛon⸗ 
ged by realon ofany ofthe laid Graunts, oꝛ any Clauſe, Article oꝛ thing therein contained, may 
tante their remedie theretoze by the Common Tawes ofthe Kealme, oꝛ other oꝛdinary courſe 
of Juſtice, any matter oꝛ thing in the ſayd Graunts to the contrarpnotwithſtanding. 

And further, His Maleſtie koꝛ the furtherance and increaſe ofthe Trade and Manufactures 
of this Realme,and ac the humble ſtance a petition 2f the Lozds and Commons of his high 
Tourt of Parlament, hauing taken into his Paincely care the Trade of the Qutpozts of this 
Realme in new Diaperies; Hath, by and With the adwile of hts Pac Counſell and with the 
eynſent of the Merchant Aduentarers ofthe Citie of London relolued, and doeth hereby pub- 
[if and declare, That tize Jnhabitants of the Outpozts may from hencekoꝛth participate with 
the Merchant Adventurers freely andindifferentlpin the fozraigne Trade of new Dꝛaperies, 
aſwell in the Mart Zownes, as in any other place where the Merchant Aduenturers ſhall 
giue libertie to any of their owne Comyauyto vent thoſe commodities : And that in the layd 
Mart townes, and in all other places within the pzectuets of the Merchant Aduenturers, the 
Inhabitauts of the Outpoꝛts in the Trade of New Deaperies, Wall eutoy the Puuiledges of 
the Merchant Aducuturers in as large aud ample manner, as the Merchant Adnenturers 
doe now enioy and crerciſe the lame; as allo in all other Commodities Whatloeuer, wherein 
the ſayd Outpoꝛts haue freely + lawfully Traded in the time of the late Queene Elizabeth. 
and with this further kauour, That where the Merchant Aduenturers haue charged thei 
ſelues with thꝛee pence vpon encry Derp*tuana, and other payments vpon other new Dꝛa 
peries, the Outpoꝛts ſhallbe free and exempt from thoſe burthens, 

And where his Haleſtie, by 115 Dꝛoclamation, dated the rrvi.of Scptember, im the twelkth 
ycerc of his Keigne, to2 the better pꝛeleruing of the Manufacture of Cloth within this Bing⸗ 
dome, and fo2 the other confideractons therein erpzeſſed, did pꝛohibite the expoztation of 
Dheepe-Woolls, Woolkelis, and Fullers-carth; thereby charging and commanding all his 
.oning Subtects of anp his Kingdomes o2 Domintons of England, Wales, and Jreland, 
21d of the Iſles of Wight, Garnelep, and Jerſey , aſwell Merchants of the Staple, as o- 
thers; and likewiſe all Merchant Strangers whatſoeuer, That from thencefoozth there 
ſhould bee ns manner of Woolls oꝛ Woolfells by them, o2 any of them tranſpoztedout of any 
the ſaid Kingdomes, Jſles, o2 Donuntons, either into fozreine parts, oz out of any one of 
the ſaid Kingdomes, Iles, o2 Dominions, into any other of the ſame, oꝛ into the Realme 
of Scotland, vpon paine of Confiſcation of the ſame Woolls, and Woolfels, and all other 
patnes and Penalties , Which by the Lawes and Statutes of his Mateſties Kingdomes, 
02 by his P:erogatine Royall, in reſycct of the contempt and bꝛeach of His Commandement. 
might be inflicted vpon them. 

And his Maieſtie did likewiſe charge and coinmand all Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Col- 
lectoꝛs, Searchers, and all other Officers, at the Pozts, and all and euerp the Farmours 
of the Cuſtomes, and their Deputies, Miniſters, and Waiters, not to permit any Woolls, 
02 Woolkels, to paſſe out of any the ſaid Kingdomes o2 Domintons, 02 out of any the laid 
Illes, neither vnder colour of cartage from Pozt to Poꝛt, no2 otherwiſe openly noꝛ p2tuily, 
vpon patne of loſle of their plates, and luch otherpuniſhment,as ſhould be iuſt and meet, 

And his Maieſtie did further command and autho213e all and euerp Juſtices of Peace, and 
all Maioꝛs and pꝛincipall Officers of Cities x Townes, that where they ſhould be enfoꝛmed of 
any great and extraoꝛdinarp quantitie of Woolls and Woolkfels, to bee gathered oꝛ beſtowed 
in any Barnes,. Stoꝛehouſes, oꝛ other plates of receipt neere the Sea coaſt, and out of the ſur- 
uey and view of the Officers of the Poꝛts, That in eucry ſuch caſe they ſhould arreſt ſuch 
Woolls, and Woolfels, and take oꝛder by Bond oz otherwiſe, koꝛ their ſtay and ſafe keeping, vn⸗ 
till they had certified his Maieſties Pꝛuuie Countell, and reteiued oꝛder from them foꝛ the lame. 

And his Maieſtie did further charge and command all and enery his loning Sublects, and 
all Merchant Strangers, and others, that there (ſhould bce no Fullers-carth expoꝛted out 
of any the ſaid Kingdomes 02 Dominions, vpon paine of Confiſcation of the ſame, and any 
ſuch other puniſhment, as by the Law, oꝛ by his Pꝛerogatiue Royall, ſhould be meete to be in⸗ 
flicted vpon the offenders therein: His Maieſtie vpon the humble Suit a Petition of his ſaid 
Loꝛds and Commons is pleaſed to quicken the ſaidfozmerPzoclamation; Aud therefoze doth 
by theſe Pꝛeſents, ſtraightly charge and command all and ſinguler perſons, whom it ſhall oz 
may concerne, that the ſaid Pꝛotlamation, aſwell in the bꝛanches and Clauſes befoze retited as 
in all and euery other 2Bzanch,Article, and Clauſe therein, be from hencefoozth put in full and 
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exact execution, it being his Maicities full reſolution to ble all ſeueritie of Juſtice againſt ſuch 
as ſhall be found delinquents therein. 

And foꝛ a further aduauncement of Trade, his Maieſtie is well pleaſed , and docth 
hereby publiſh and declare, That whereas by reaſon of ſome O2ders of reſtraint, herctofoze 
obtetned bythe Dꝛapers of the Towne of Shzewſbury, the Trade of buying and ſelung of 
Welſh Clothes, Cottons, Frecſes, Lynings, and Plaincs, hath beene reſtrained to ſome par- 
ticular Markets, and places: the ſame Welsh Clothes, Cottons, Freeſes , Linings, and 
Plaines, ſhall and may from hencefoozch bee freely bought and ſold in all places, and to all 
perſons, where and to whom the ſame by the Lawes of the Realme, may bee ſold. any 
Orders o2reſtraints to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

Aud further , that accoꝛding to the Suit and deſire of the Inhabitants of the Domirion 
of Wales, expꝛeſſed by aa Gul in Parlla nent, which hath paſſed the Houle of Commons, all aud 
euerp Subiect of this Realme ok England, and the Donnmon of Wales, when the common 
and oꝛdinary puces of Butter within the ſaid Donumon of Wales, and Countie of Bon- 
mouth, fall not exceed the races 02 pꝛites of thꝛee pence the pound, from the laſt day of Apzil, 
peerely vuto the firſt day of Nouember and foure pence the pound, from the laſt day of Octo- 
ber yeerely, vnto the firſt day of Apzil, vntill ſome Acte of Parkament ſhall paſſe, concerning 
theſame, (hall and may without incurring any penaltie, oꝛ foꝛfeiture therefoze to his Maieſtie 
(it being his good pleaſure to remit the ſame) buy oꝛ caule to be bought any quantity of Butter, 
made o2 to bee made in the lad Dommion of wales, o2 Countie of Monmouth, and to tranſ⸗ 
poꝛt any quantitie of ſuch Butter in any Engliſh o2 welſh Bottomes,into the parts beyond the 
Deas, paying therefoꝛe to his QJaieſtic all Cuſtomes, Subſidies, and other Ducties due and 
payable foꝛ the ſame, 

And wheras the laid Toꝛds and Commons, became inſtant Suitoꝛs to his Maieſtp, foꝛ the re⸗ 
ſtraint of expoꝛtation of Pron © 2binance,although lis Mateſty had befoze the ſitting downe of 
the Parliament letled a (trict ⁊ late courſe foꝛ that effect; yet intliniig to their motion as to à mat⸗ 
ter of high conſequence,fo2 the honour and lafetie of this Realme, hath giuen ſtrict charge ther- 
in to his Pziuy Countell, who after long and deliberate aduiſe thereupon, by his highnes Com⸗ 
mand, and after diligent examination, and pernſall of all foꝛmer ©2ders in that behalfe eſta⸗ 
bliſhed, haue added thereto ſuch further Cautions # pzeſcribed ſuch exact courſes foꝛ the due exe 
cutton of the lame, as in the iudgement ok all men will ſuffictently ſeture his Maieſtp, and all his 
louing Subiects of that perill and feare, which might be in any wiſe contemed in that behalte. 
And his Maieſtie doeth by thele pꝛelents ſignifie and declare His Gracious and Paincely plea⸗ 
ſure, that albeit He hath in good meaſure, as the ſhoztneſle of the time would permit denied and 
reſolued vpon the ſeuerall remedies aboue rehearſed , foꝛ the eaſe of His Sublects: Bet it is not 
His Mateſhes purpoſe, that His grate t goodneſſe to his people in matters of like nature ſhould 
beare no further fruit, but as time and oppoꝛtunity will permit, He will enlarge and extend the 
lame vnto ſuch other particulers, wherein he hall haue cauſe to conteiue His Subiects may be 
iuſtly grieued and that vntill the ſitting againe of Parliament, both His owne, and the cares 
of His pꝛiuie Councell (ball be open to the modeſt and iuſt complaints of His people; aſwell con- 
cerning Monopolies and other Patents of euill nature and conſequence, as concerning other 
Grieuancesanainſt the publique: Admoniſhing neuertheleſſe, that vnder colour thereof, no 
man pꝛeſume to trouble his Maieſtie oz his Countell with cauſeleſſe clamozs, pꝛotetding ot hu⸗ 


mour oꝛ p2tuate reſpects.
